Protecting Cattle Against Lightning 

A number of losses in cattle by 
lightning have been caused by the 
electric current passing along fence 
wires against which cattle sometimes 
luddle during a storm. As a pro- 
tection against this a writer in an 
American farm journal recommends 
the grounding of fence wires. 

To secure the best results the 
ground wires, this writer says, ought 
to be placed about every 100 feet 
apart and stapled closely to the posts 
in order to make a contact with 
every one of the line fence wires. 
The ground wires should also extend 
slightly above the fence posts on 
the order of lightning ods, and 
should penetrate the soil far enough 
to reach moist earth.

Far-reaching plans for the organi- 
zation in France of a civilian labor 
force to cArry out engineering work 


other laborers free from military ob- 
ligations have been engaged and put 
to work on some of the approximate- 
ly one thousand engineering con- 
struction and reconstruction jobs on 
which Americans were being  em- 
ployed. 

The move is the initial step in a 
plan long contemplated and 
sed to free tonnage for other pur- 
poses by creating a civilian army be- 
hind the lines which may eventually 
total a quarter of a million men, en- 
tirely, if possible, recruited from 
abroad.

Million War Women 
Now in Britain 


Remarkable Development in Work 
Done by Them in Last Four- 
teen Months 


Speaking at the London exhibition 
of women’s work in munition pro 
duction, Frederick George Kellaway, | 
secretary to the minister of muni-| 
tions, said that in every one of the 
defensive measures taken when a 
raid on London is carried out the 
women have taken their part, except 
in the agtual flying of aircraft. 

The development which had taken 
place in. women’s work during the 
last 14 months, continued the sec- 
retary, ‘was quite as remarkable as 
its development at an earlier period 
of the war. In July, 1914, he stated, 
there were 220,000 women engaged 
in munition industries, while in Jan- 
uary, 1917, that number had been 
increased to 691,000, and today their 
number was 1,000,000. A _ steady 
stream of trained women was being 
sent into the munition factories 
from trainins schools at the rate of 
500 a week. Since the ministry of 
munitions had started the schools, 
said the speaker, between 40,000 
and 50,000 trained women had 
been placed in munition — indus- 
tries,

The longest continuous stretch of 
submarine cable now working, that 
is, without relay, is 3,458 nautical 
miles—that from Vancotiver to Fan- 
ning Island in the Pacific, and the 
average distance without relay is; 

It is evident, 
therefore, that on the long transoc- 
eanic cables such as those across the 
Pacific, islands’ must be found for 
relay stations.

Ford of being a genius, yet he has 
achieved one of the most remarkable 
uccesses in the history of industry.

With a superiority in numbers and 
an even more marked superiority of 
material and transport, the Germans 
were beaten in the race by the sheer 
manocuvring ability of Foch. He 
placed his divisions with . what ap- 
peared nothing short of instinct at 
the critical points at the critical mo- 
ment. As a result of barring the 
road to the sea against the Germans, 
Foch virtually forced the enemy to 
make a supreme attack against Ypres 
and the Yser, and again they were 
hurled back by Foch; who had con- 
centrated armies at the strategic 
points. It is said to be very irritat- 
ing to Foch to suggest that is the 
“kaiser kind,’ a man who thinks 
nothing of sacrificing armies to gain 
his point. “Sacrificing men?” he 
snapped out to one of fis aides, who 
had repeated the catch word: “Sacri- 
ficing Germans, \they must mean, I 
don’t throw away my own soldiers.” 
It is interesting to recall at this time 


that King George bestowed the very linto his reserves, 


rare honor upon General Foch of in- 
vesting him with the Order of the 
Bath. This order is never given as 
an idle compliment. Even a brother 
monarch must have rendered a valu- 
able service to the empire to win it. 

Before the war General Foch had 
attained a brilliant reputation as a 
lecturer upon military matters, and is 
the author of more on one book on 
military affairs, books that are likely 
to become classics with military 
men, In one of them he makes some 
interesting remarks on the subject of 
discipline. He writes “Discipline in- 
volves a mental activity--an activity 
of reflection; it is not a matter of im- 
mobility like the silence in the ranks.

If fight- 
ing. is to go on throughout 1918, 
which Germany honestly desired to 
be a year of peace, then she will not 
be answerable for the consequences.

For some time _ past 
there has been little talk of indemni- 
ties in Germany. Now indemnities 
are again a will o’ the wisp for the 
Jonkers. In the Bavarian diet | ce- 
cently Count Preysing wanted to 
know whether the large German war 
debt was to be shifted on to the 
shoulders of the enemy.

The Bavarian minister of finance, 
Dr. von Breuning, informed the 
anxious count that of colirse the bur- 
den would be shifted on the enemy if 
the military and political situation 
allow the imperial government to do 
so-—From Land and Water. 


The Meaning of ‘‘Soviet” 


A Little Light Thrown on Mysteri- 
ous Russian Terms 

The word “soviet” (pronounced 
approximately “so-vyet,’ with the ac- 
cent on the .second syllable) is 
equivalent to our word “counsel” 
(advice) and “council” (an assem- 
blage of people, temporary or per- 
manent, for consultation); but in 
Russian the same word serves for 
both, It was so as well in carly Eng- 
lish, The distinction between “coun- 
sel” and “council” in oye language is 
comparatively modern. “Soviet” 
means primarily “advice.” It was the 
name of the old Russian cabinet, and 
also of the upper house of parlia- 
ment under the old regime. 

The word “soviet,” however, is not 
‘used in Russia to designate a town 
council or a zemstvo. The town 
council (meaning a board of alder- 
men) is always called a duma (from 
dumat, to think), and the word “city” 
or “town” is added to it to distin- 
guish it from the imperial duma, or 
ower house of parliament. — From 
the New York Outlook.

The Value of an Egg 


One Pound of Egg Equal to Two 
Pcunds of Meat 


An egg is composed of three parts 
—the shell, the yolk and the white. 
The relative weights of the various 
parts are: Shell and lining, 106.9; al- 
bumen, 604.2; yolk, 288.9. One-half 
of the egg is ‘nutriment, whereas 
meat is rated at best as only one- 
fourth, Thus it will be seen — that 
one pound of eggs will be equal to 
two pounds of meat. A fresh egg is 
living food. Its nutritive qualities 
are in perfection and its component 
parts exactly balanced. A change be- 
gins as soon as Maid. The moisture 
is reduced. by evaporation through 
the ducts of the shell, and air is ab- 
sorbed. The vitality decreases grad- 
ually unless by external warmth the 
process is hastened; finally death en- 
sues and putrefaction. fcllows. Eggs 
may be kept apparently fresh for a 
long time if taken when freshly laid 
and the pores of the shell hermeti- 
cally sealed by rubbing them with 
sweet oil or dipping them for an in- 
stant in boiling water, Infertile eggs, 
where the material for the structure 
and support of life are presene but 
the vitality has not been added, will 
keep longest, and do not putrefy but 
simply dry; therefore infertile eggs 
are best except for incubation pur- 
poses.

It is a splen- 
did milling wheat but on account of 
its latencss in ripening the loss from 
frost and rust was enormous and the 
great demand among the farmers 
was for an earlier’ ripening wheat.

Mar- 
quis wheat, but he and all others 
have failed in their efforts to de- 
velop an carly ripening strain of 
Marquis that still retains all the oth- 
er good qualities of this standard 
wheat. : ; 

But while failing to develop an 
early ripening Marquis, Scager 
Wheeler has discovered and develop-

This is his 
famous new wheat, Red Bobs. 

The story of Red Bobs is extreme- 
ly interesting. In the year 1905 a 
plant breeder named Wm. Farrer of 
New South Wales, Australia, sent to 
Dr. Saunders at the Central Expert- 
mental Farm, Ottawa, a sample of 
what he called White Bobs wheat, 
He stated that it was obtained by

Dr. Saunders tested the White 
Bobs wheat for a couple of years on 
the Central Experimental Farm, He 
found it considerably’ earlier than 
Marquis in ripening, and in milling 
and baking tests it proved to be 
equal to Marquis, It remained, how- 
ever, a white wheat, very hard and 
possessing a good straw and head, It 
was a splendid wheat in everything 
but color; being white, however, it’ 
would be difficult to make it a com- 
mercial success, because of the pre- 
judice against white wheat and the 
peeomnination against it in the Cana-

Milk in the Hog Ration 


Necessary to Exercise Economy in 
the Use of Concentrated 
Foods 


In order to raise and finish all the 
extra pigs that will be farrowed in 
Canada this year as a result of the 
campaign for ‘increased production, it 
will be necessary to exercise the ut- 
most cconomy in the use of concen- 
trated foods. Pig raisers who have 
access to dairy by-products have a 
great advantage over others. Exper- 
iments have proven that when meal 
is worth $40 a ton, milk is worth 
more than $8 for an equal weight, 
that is, provided it is fed economical- 
ly. Experiments carried on atithe 
Dominion Experimental Farms 
Stations show that for growing hogs, 
60 pounds and over, 400 pounds otf 
skim imilk produced results equal to 
100 pounds of mixed meal.  Butter- 
milk fed fresh is equal to skim milk. 
Whey is not s\ valuable. One hun- 
dred pounds of whey was _ proved 
equal to 19.2 pounds of milk, that is, 
provided it is fed in not too large 
quantities and before it has soured. 

A study of experiments with skim 
milk show that for young pigs 1 
pound of milk fed with 2% or 3 Ibs. 
of meal gives best results. For larger 
hogs less milk may be used. For hogs 
over 100 pounds in weight not more 
than 5 pounds of skim milk daily 
should be fed in order to get the 
greatest value from the milk. 

At the Nova Scotia Agricultural 
College it was shown that the best 
gains were made by feeding a lot of 
pig ration composed of 148 pounds of 
grain, 900 pounds of skim milk, and 
110 pounds of mangels. At the On- 
tario Agricultural College the best 
results were obtained where the pro- 
portion of milk to meal was 2.5,to 1. 
In one trial in which this proportion 
was used, 365 pounds of skim milk 
were equal to 100 pounds of meal. 
This agrees fairly closely with the 
results obtained at the Ottawa and 
branch farms. 

In a series of articles that appear 
in the May number of The Agricul- 
tural Gazette, both the Ottawa and 
Guelph authorities agree that it does 
not do to change the diet from sweet 
to sour milk. For young pigs the 
sweet milk is much to be. preferred. 
For larger pigs it seems to make lit- 
tle difference whether or not it is fed 
sweet or moderately sour, provided, 
whatever condition favored is . uni- 
formly kept up, that is to say, if the 
milk cannot be obtained always 
sweet, then it should be fed sour as 
a rule. 


Dog Meat for British Urged 


Lord Claud Hamilton Suggests All 
“Toy” Animals Be Killed 
and Eaten 


Lord Claud Hamilton suggested 
recently in England that all toy 
dogs be killed and caten. He told 
of having seen,a woman dressed in 
furs standing in a queue at a butch- 
er’s, while she held five ribbons of 
different colors to which were attach- 
ed as many dogs. 

All the “doggy” folk 
protested against his suggestion, but 
he calmly replied through the med- 
ium of the press that the consump- 
tion of the dogs would help the food 
shortage, on the one hand by provid- 
ing a supply of edible food and on 
the other by saving the amount of 
food consumed by the animals. 

This is only one of several sugges- 
tions made in Britain in the interest 
of food economy, but the agitation 
has not met with much support. The 
dog defenders have a large follow- 


ing. 

ee Algernon Gordon-Lennox 
writes to the press asking permis- 
sion to bring to the notice of _ the 
public the formation of a British 
dogs wool association. In her letter 
she says: 

“It has. recently been demonstrat- 
ed beyond a shadow of doubt that an 
exceptionally high class of wool can 
be spun from the combings of all 
breeds of long haired dogs. Samples 
from chows, pekingese, poodles, ber- 
gers d’alsace and sheepdogs have 
been submitted to wool experts, who 
are emphatic in their commenda- 
tion.”

Women Deserve a Retreat’ Which 
Breathes Nothing But Cheee- 
fulness and Comfort 


_The world at large is just begin- 
ning to hear of a work that was com- 
menced in the early months of the 
war and has been progressing stead- 
ily ever since.’ The prime mover in 
this was Princess Victoria and it is 
due to her thoughtfulness and sym- 
pathy that British nurses in France 
have been able to recover from the 
Strain of hospital service on a . 
ing line. Nine rest clubs in alhave 
been established by the Princess and 
are located at Wimereux, Camiers, 
Etaples, Rouen, Abbeville, Calais, St. 
Omer, Le Treport and Boulogne. 
The crowning glory is a residential 
club in Paris thus making it possible 
for nurses to have Paris leave occa- 
sionall and enjoy what would oth- 
erwise be entirely out of their reach. 

Closely associated with the Prin- 
cess and of great service in collect- 
ing funds and managing the _ intri- 
cate and numerous details of the 
work are: Lady Algernon Gordon- 
Lennox, who is director in France; 
the Lady Ponsonby, the Hon, Lady 
Keppel, Lady Hugh Grosvenor, Lady 
Holford, Hon. Mrs. Cyril Ward, 
Lady Florence Willoughby (secre- 
tary) and Mrs. J. Covey Williams 
(treasurer), The director-general of 
the medical services recognizes the 
clubs as medical units under his jur- 
isdiction, Light meals, tea and some- 
times breakfast, are furnished at rea- 
sonable prices. Members pay a 
merely nominal fee which entitles 
them to the privileges of the club at 
any base through which they may be 
passing. Administrators of the W. 
A.A.C, and women ambulance driv- 
ers are also entitled to the privileges 
of the club. 

The working day of the nursing 
sisters consists of anything from ten 
to twenty hours and every hour of 
the day and night they face death 
with the soldiers. Sleeping under 
canvas with gas masks and tin hats 
beside their cot, living under fire 
for weeks at a time, seeing the har- 
rowing side of life “heroes and 
martyrs” these women deserve a re- 
treat which breathes nothing but 
cheerfulness and comfort and rest. 
King George and Queen Mary have 
donated a car for the use of Lady 
Gordon-Lennox and in this way she 
is able to visit each one of the sta- 
tions while directing the general 
work in the “military hospital in 
Boulogne where she has been. since 
1914. Nursing’sisters from England, 
Scotland, Wales, Ireland, New Zea- 
land, Canada and the United States 
are working side’ by side im these 
hospitals with never a thought ex- 
cept the good of their common 
cause. 

The Paris club is a special boon 
to overseas nurses as the matron-in- 
chief could sce no way of granting 
Paris leave until this club was open- 
ed. This club sets a record for 
speedy and/effective work as it was 
founded, furnished and opened in six 
weeks, wlien supplies were not easily 
obtained and transportation was un- 
certain and hazardous, There are 
guest rooms for thirty sisters in the 
Paris club house and a cosy sitting 
room and restaurant. Two young 
V.A.D.’s assist the English lady who 
is in charge and there are three 
French servants. There are open 
fires (with British coal) beautiful 
chintz hangings, easy chairs, excel- 
lent food and everything that speaks 
of homelike comfort. 

The American Red Cross has do- 
nated a sum to the equipment fund 
and donations from South Africa 
and Canada have inaugurated an en- 
tertainment fund. Few war-work ac- 
tivities surpass this one in timeliness 
and helpfulness,

WEST LAND REGULATIONS, 


THE sole head of « family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter-section of available Dom- 
inion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. Applicant must appear in 
rson at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
ub-Agency for the district. Entry by 
proxy may be made at any Dominion 
nds Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions, 

Daties—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homes’ on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
except where residence is performed in 
the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestcad. Price 
$3.00 per acre. 


Duties.—Six months residence in cach 
of three years after earning homestead 

atent; also 50 acres extra cultivation. 

re-emption patent may be obtained as 
soon as homestead patent, on certain 
conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his home 
stead right may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3.60 
per acre. Duties.—Must reside six 
monthe in each of three years, cultivate 
fifty acres and erect a house worth 
$300.00 


The area of cultivation is subject to re- 
duction in case of rough, stony or scrubby 
land.

Speaking of control.of, the seas, 
one of them—the Dead Sca of the 
Scriptures—has been British property 
Since the capture of the city of Jeru- 

salem, which is near to its shores. 

But the Dead Sea, of which the 
River Jordan is the principal afflu- 
ent, is a salt lake, 47 miles long and 
9% miles wide, though its depth (oc- 
cupying as it does a big chasm in the 
earth’s surface) is 1,292 feet. Its 
surface is a quarter of a mile lower 
than that of the Mediterranean and 
it has no outlet. The water of the 
Dead Sea is so heavily laden with 
Salt that no fish can live in it, 

To the view, however, it is not un- 
attractive. On the contrary, it is one 
of the most. beautiful lakes in the 
world—sapphire blue in color, with 
sparkling wavelets, and surrounded 
by mountains of a spectacular pic- 
turesqueness, ~_ 

Geologists maintain that a jet of 
petroleum which is found near by, 
caught fire in remote ages, and the 
explosion of internal reservoirs cre- 
ated a vast crater over which the 
Dead Sea rolls.
